Ihofio ^ho have ftlffays belonged lo the 
Kcform party, that tho true polioy and 
duty of every repre^ontativc fa to ofTord 
tho Government a fair trial, Tlicraiflno-

Speeoh ftom the Throne, 

Tho Miniatry, as ie u^na) In the Speech, 
have ahowu their hands«s slightly as pos- 
sible — a very convenient procedure for 
them; but we do think on ao occasion 
like thU we might have been treated to a 
rather more clearly defined poHoy. Im- 
migration is lightly touched upon, with a 
premiee of aeatiBPactory policy regarding 
tho settlement of oar wild lands. This is 
a work which must miturally go band In 
hand with the eueoiiragcment of immigra- 
tion. All parties are agreed oa tho neces- 
sity CEistiag for immedialo and thorough 
action in tbia behalf, and we may look for 

a marked improvcmentia tho management 
of the CrowD Lands Department, — it 
ia probable that the syfltem adopted will 
approximate very closely to ono of free 
grants; and we believe that in general 
thia will be found most advaotagcouB, enur- 
ing, as it ttjll, to the eDCCuragement of a 
rapid sctttcment and actual cnkivation of 
lauds now nnproducdve. As to a Home- 
stead Law, alluded to in the same para- 
graph, we must confess to great mifigiviDga. 
This ia an idea of American importation, 
and one wo are by no means Batiflfled to 
adopt without much cod a id cr at ion. As 
a rule, we believe any aneb arrangement 
whereby a man can hold and enjoy pro- 
perty without ita being liable for hisdcbta, 
is more apt to bo used as ameansof fraud 
than for protection of hie family. The 
honest, indoslriotis mon^ will, iii a country 

like this, where land IB acquired with ea*e, 
procure a homestead for his family and 
rnQJutain them in it without any meansof 
artificial protectloD ; but one leaa honest 
and more indolent will avail himself of 
Buch.^a law, aarivingUie means ofliving 
hiEoseirat oaee, mfraticlof tho&e to whom 

^ay be indDbted, .WesceiD the debate 
that Buggestions were thrown out as to the 
dcfilrability ofliaving another branch df 
the Xiej^laturo in Ontario— that is, iu 
Up jMJf^or Supervisory Chamber, IVc wo^ld 
think it wise to by no menoB moot this 
question so long aa wo can properly con- 
duct our offnira withTbo one Chamber. — 
Under our ucw sjetcm aethiug [q of more 
importance than sound economy, and the 
annual expense of our ad mini at ration 
would he largely increased wero we to bur- 
den DurBelves with another body oflle- 
prcsentativca. Wo would not betaken as 
urgiDg Iho fluperior claims of economy aa 
weighed in oompari&on with good govern- 
ment, but merelyoH affirming tho priooiplo 
that while our present ayfitem works well, 
it would ho unwise to render it more cum- 
bcrsomc and ocpcnsivo.

The Hon. A. J, FergufflOQ -Blair died 
at Ottawa, on the 30th Deo., ult.
